Keport of Water Commissioners: 


When the pumps were started in October, 1893, it was found 
that for some reason, not then apparent, they did not run as 
smoothly, nor at as high a rate of speed as was expected or 
desired. There seemed to be a great quantity of air in the suc- 
tion pipe which, coming along with the water, interf-red with 
their action and compelled them to be run at a very low rate of 
speed. To remedy this defect a larger vacuum pump was pro- 
cured to be used in connection with the one then in use, which 
helped to take up the air, as it came along, and considerably 
increased the efficiency of the pumps. Yet it was found that 
while the water for daily use could be pumped without great 
difficulty, though a longer time for pumping was consumed than 
had been contemplated, they would be of but little use in 
ease of fire occurring when the water in the standpipe was low, 
or at any time when for any purpose it should not be in use, or 
~ when there was a large fire. ‘The gravity of the situation has 
ever been apparent to us, and great pains have been taken to 
keep the standpipe full or nearly so. Various experiments 
have been tried in endeavoring to locate and remedy the de- 
fect. In the fall of 1894 it was found, from experiments con- 
ducted at the wells, that when the number of wells in use was 
reduced by shutting them off, the pumps ran witb greater diffi- 
cuity and more slowly, and that the rate of speed was corres- 
pondingly increased as they were again connected and the num- 
ber in use increased. We thereupon determined to increase 
the number of wells. Operations to this end were begun the 
next year and fifteen new wells were completed and added to 
the system during this year. The result of the work was emi- 
nently satisfactory. The following is taken from the note book 
of the writer for August 8, 1896, the time when the new wells 
were connected with the system: ‘‘When the pumps had run 
a few minutes they were going quite smoothly, the large one at 
the rate of 58 strokes per minute, but when the attempt was 
made to runit at greater speed it ‘pounded.’ There were 18 
old wells connected at this time. Then we let on all of the new 
wells at once. The vacuum pumps immediately slowed up and 
the large pump, without change of steam went to 76 strokes 
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per minute. Both vacuum pumps were then taking water, the 
air having been exhausted. The little vacuum pump was then 
stopped, and with the other vacuum pump alone, the large 
pump made 80 strokes per minute, easily and smoothly.” 

Since this time the large pump has,been run at a speed of 
upwards of 90 strokes per minute, quite smoothly, its ordinary 
speed rate being about 50 per cent higher than before the new 
wells were added. 

An opportunity was given when the new wells were made for 
putting in a gate above the old well system upon the suction 
pipe, omitted when the wells were made, which was done. A 
gate was also put into each branch of the new well system and 
another close to the suction main so that now, each well being 
provided with a separate gate, incase of accident or for the 
purpose of repairs, any part of the well system may be shut off 
and the water taken from the remainder. 

There has been a desire on the part of the people living on 
the new highway near the school house in district No. 8, to have 
the water system extended over that highway. This would re- 
quire about 900 feet of pipe and would furnish water to six 
families now living on this highway. There is still another 
house there in process of construction and should the water be 
carried over there it is quite probable that others would follow. 
There is also a desire on the part of the people living on Har- 
riman road to have it extended over that road for their use and 
protection, and the attention of the people of the town will prob- 
ably soon be called to consider these requests ; and, perhaps, in 
this connection, it may not be amiss to remark that in the con- 
sideration of these propositions the fact should be borne in 
mind, that should the contemplated extensions be made, the 
interest on the cost of the extensions will be about all the ex- 
pense which the town wilk have to meet annually in conse- 
quence of making them. The cost of pumping the water and 
the other running expenses of the water department will not be 
perceptibly increased thereby, while the interest account itself 
may be largely offset by the increased value of taxable proper- 
ty along the line. In the report of the water commissioners 
for 1896, attention was called to the financial policy which has 
been pursued in defraying the interest which has accrued upon. 
the water debt. Many supposed the town had raised the money 
by taxation and had paid the interest upon the bonds in this 
way, and we are constrained to think that very many citizens 
now suppose that the high taxes we have been paying were in 


a: 


consequence of payments which the town had made towards 
the water works. Such is not the case. ‘The only money 
which has been paid without first borrowing it, is that paid by 
the patrons of the water system to the water commissioners and 
turned over by them tothe town treasurer. This money has 
been applied by the selectmen to the payment of water bills as 
they may have desired. Other than this there has never been, 
as we understand it, any money paid in by the citizens of the 
town towards the water works. No money raised by taxation 
has ever been applied, by authority from the town, to the pay- 
ment of any bills or interest upon any bills contracted by the 
water department. The payment of interest was begun about 
three years ago by money borrowed for the purpose and we 
have, ever since, been borrowing the money needed to pay in- 
terest as it accrued. We are now, therefore, paying, or about 
to pay, interest several times compounded. There should be 
no more delay about this matter but we should at onee proceed 
upon a course more in accord with the principles of sound 
finance. : 

It has been estimated that the cost of the public water priv- 
ileges, which the water department furnish to the citizens of the 
town, if procured from a corporation other than the town, 
would be $980 per year, which includes the public watering 
trough, fountain, hydrants and cemetery use made free by vote 
of the town last year. Now, if the town should vote to raise 
this sum each year, it would be more than sufficient when used 
in connection with the income from other uses of water to meet 
the entire running expenses annually. In fact, had it been 
done this year, we could have paid these expenses and also 
have returned to the town treasurer the sum of $155.10 in addi- 
tion thereto. And this would have been done without taking 
into account the sum of $40.58 now due from water takers and 
unpaid. | 

The system is now in good working order. ‘The increase in 
receipts from water rates over last year, notwithstanding the 
fact that the use of water in Pine Grove cemetery has since 
been made free, is gratifying, and a further increase in receipts 
may be confidently expected as time goes on. The tables 
follow, all of which is respectfully sumitted.

We feel it our duty to thank the town on behalf of the 
sehools that through its munificence we have been able to have 
twenty-five weeks of school, which is not quite the thirty weeks 
recommended in our last report. However, this is an increase 
of two weeks over last year and is a step in the right direction. 

Appropriations for improvements in various lines throughout 
the town have been made during the last year, none of which 
will yield returns to be compared to the funds allotted our 
public schools. 

It costs no more, when once in session, for the care and over- 
sight for a term of school twelve weeks long than for one eight, 
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i. e. it takes no more time for a teacher to become acquainted 
with the scholars and to prepare for examination day in a long 
term than in a short one, consequently the gain to the pupils is 
of the greatest importance. 

This pertinent question closely follows: Shall we allow that 
which we know to be right to lag for want of support by our 
citizens ? 

We wish that every parent would ask himself or herself these 
questions. Am I doing all I can for the schools? Am I doing 
all I can to assist my children mentally ? Have I done all ii 
could to assist the teacher by urging the children to comply 
with her requests ? Have I visited the school often and looked 
for the good points instead of the bad ones ? Above all, have 
I been careful that my children have not been absent more than 
absolutely necessary ? 

When parents can honestly answer the foregoing questions 
in the affirmative we can have better schools. 

The success of our schools depends vastly more upon parents 
than teachers. 

The teachers all seem to have done earnest, conscientious 
and successful work. 

_ The schools appeared to be well disciplined and good results 

were attained which might have been more pronounced had 
there been more interest on the part of some parents in the 
regularity of their children’s attendance. 

There has been marked improvement in the High school, the 
number of pupils being nearly double the number there was 
two years ago and the work has been very thorough. 

Mr. Clark and Miss Lane seem to have taken deep interest 
in the school and their work, we feel, is deserving of praise. 

It may seem to some that there ought to have been a greater 
increase in the length of the schools, ‘but since the literary fund 
has greatly depreciated and the dog tax is not available until 
April first we have had only a small amount more than last 
year to apply to schools.
